Crane blasts secrecy policies of CIA

The secrecy polici^ of the Central 
Intelligence Agency are designed to 
cover up mistakes, U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, R-12th, said. 


“ I have a grievance with their posi­ 
tion on making information available 
to Congress,” Crane said. “ They are 
creatures of the Congress, but they 
tell us they have secrets. 
“ 1 believe much of their insistence 
on secrecy is designed to cover their 
mistakes,” Crane said. 


Although he has been a supporter of 
the CIA and U.S. security policies. 
Crane objects to the lack of informa­ 
tion that has been passed on to inem- 
bers of Congress about domestic and 
foreign spy activities. Some of the in­ 
formation has been made public in re­ 
cent Congressional hearings. 
C O N G RE S S HAS been remiss. 
Crane said, in not demanding to know 
more. “ They should know every­ 
thing,” he said. Agreeing that hun­ 
dreds of congressmen would fail to 
maintain secrecy, either by intent or 


by stupidity, Crane said responsibility 
should fall on about 50 senators and 
representatives who already have the 
task of overseeing CIA activities. 
Crane is not completely throwing <rff 
his ccmservative position on the CIA. 
He agrees with a statement by former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan that 
the CIA investigations may have gone 
too far.*^ 
‘‘So much of this investigation is 
leiding to a misguided emphasis,” 
Crane said. “ I sukxmI the idea of 
having a foreign intelligence agency.

Crane is particularly „concerned with 
judges who are exercising prior re­ 
straint and censorship and are deter­ 
mining what is in the interest of na­ 
tional security. 


‘‘If anyone had that power, it would 
be the elected representatives of the 
people, and we are expressly prohibit­ 


ed from that,” Crane said. He prefers 
a policy (rf* pr(»ecution after publica­ 
tion, if the printed material violates 
any laws. ‘‘Let them prosecute the au­ 
thors for treason, if that’s the case.” 


Crane objects to CIA opening of 
mail; if for no other reason, because 
it could violate the right of a person 
not to incriminate himself. He empha­ 
sizes that agents should be free to op­ 
erate in foreign countries, but they 
are subject to prosecution under the 
laws of those nations.

NW Community 
raises rates 


Northwest Community Hospital, Ar­ 
lington Heights, will raise room rates 
$15 a day beginning Nov. 1 due to in­ 
creased operating costs. Burton Choti- 
n e r , assistant administrate, an­ 
nounced Monday. 
Chotiner said the rate increase is 
the ‘‘largest in the history of the hos­ 
pital.” The last increase <rf $1.50 a day 
was made in March of this year, he 
said. 
The increased room rates are a di­ 
rect resuk of ‘‘increases passed on to 
us in the form of malpractice insur­ 
ance costs, supply costs, utility costs 
and salary and fringe benefit increas­ 
es,” he said. 
‘‘These increases are necessary for 
us to maintain our operation,” Choti­ 
ner said. 
The increases raise rates for a 
semi-private room from $72.50 to 
$87.50 a day, a 21 per cent increase. 
Rates for regular private rooms will 
increase 19 per cent to $93.50. Nursery 
rates will increase by 43 per cent to 
$50 a day. 
The three other area hospitals — 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center, 
Holy Fam ily Hospital and Lutheran 
(General Hospital — raised room rates 
earlier this year. Daily rates for semi­ 
private rooms range from $75 at Ale­ 
xian Brothers to $118 at Lutheran 
General. Private rooms range from 
$^.50 at Alexian Brothers to $125 at 
Lutheran General. 


The $50,000 will be used for the ac­ 
quisition of the Cypress Street site. 
Trustee Frank Palmatier, com­ 
mittee chairman, said the Cypress 
deal was near completion, ‘‘and when 
it comes time to close the deal, you’d 
bettCT have the money.” 


THE INTERIM appropriation will 
act as a ‘‘bridge” until the village re­ 
ceives its next installmwit of federal 
revenue-sharing funds. 
Palmatier said the village will have 
to start thinking about issuing bonds 
to cover construction costs for the ba­ 
sins. He said about $3 million would 
be needed. 
‘‘Clearly we’re going to have to is­ 
sue bonds on the Hickory Meadows 
and Salt Creek projects,” PalmaUer 
said. 
He said the issue would probably be 
delayed until February or March 
when the municipal bond market, now 
unsettled because of New York’s on­ 
going financial crisis, regains its bal­ 
ance. 
IN CALLING for the interim appro­ 
priation for the land, Hanson said, ‘‘If 
you don’t have the land, you have a 
vacuum.” 
A decision on the sale of the bonds 
should be reached in about 30 days, 
Hanson said. 
Under the village’s flood control 
program, land acquisition costs would 
be met with the revenue sharing mon­ 
ey, and construction would be paid for 
with bonds. 
In other action, the commktee rec­ 
ommended the village spend an addi- 
ticMial $32,260 for a rubber base, steel 
plate construction for the McKinley 
Avenue railroad crossing. 


THE COMMITTEE said the addi­ 
tional eicpeiiditure was a good in- 
vestm«it because the rubber-steel 
crossings are smoother and have a 
longer life than plank crossings, 
which have been used in other village 
grade crossings. 
Palmatier said, ‘‘We shouki go with 
the heavy-duty rubber crossing be­ 
cause we know how limg it takes the 
railroad (to repair the plank cross­ 
ings) . . . The safey and comfort of 
local drivers makes it worth it.” 
Hanson said, ‘‘Lord knows we’ve 
got six other crossings, and it’s worth 
the experience.”

The property is zoned for 17-units 
per acre by the coimty. The county 
plans to hold hearings to determine if 


the land should be zoned for a lower 
density. 
THE MEETING today could lay the 
groundwork for a zoning recommen­ 
dation compatible with both towns. 
While both Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect have expressed an in­ 
terest in eventually annexing the 
property, Arlington Heights has zon­ 
ing for apartments in the area and 
Mount

New study keeps hospital plans alive

An independent study to determine 
the financial feasibility of building a 
h o s p i t a l in the Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove area may be commissioned by 
the directors of Franklin Boulevard 
Community Hospital, Chicago. 
Norman Davis, a consultant for the 
hospital, said Monday the independent 
study may be ordered to keep the 
project alive in light of a recent deci­ 
sion by a hospital planning agency re­ 
jecting Franklin Boulevard’s plans for 
a satellite hospital in Wheeling. 
Comprehensive 
Health 
Planning 
Inc., Chicago, rejected the plans for a 
second time last month, saying there 
is no need for additional health-care 
facilities in the Wheeling area based 
on their findings. 
THE AGENCY’S approval is neces­ 
sary before Blue Cross-Blue Shield In­ 
surance Co. will enter into a contract 
with 
the proposed 
hospital. 
Com­ 
prehensive Health Planning also re­ 
jected the plans last December for the 
same reasons. 
Davis said the study would try to 
determine if the area could support a 
h o s p i t a l without Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield backing. He said the study 
would include an economic analysis of 
how construction bonds could be paid 
off. 
Davis also said hospital officials 
have taken the matter too far to drop 
plans for the proposed facility. He 
added, however, no further presenta­ 
tions will be made to the planning 
agency. 
Franklin Boulevard 
in June 
re­ 
leased a 16-page color brochure out­ 
lining a preliminary financial feasibil­ 
ity study and pictures of proposed fea­ 
tures of the hospital. The brochure 
was prepared as part of the hospital’s 


presentation before the planning agen­

PLANS FOR THE hospital, tenta­

called 
the 
Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove General Hospital, already have 
been approved by the Illinois Dept, of 
Public Health. 


A 232-bed facility has been proposed 
for 20 acres on the east side of 
Schoenbeek Road south of the Wheel­ 
ing village limits. The facility would 
serve Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, Mount 
Prospect, Prospect Heights, Arlington 
Heights, 
Northbrook 
and 
southern 
Lake County. 
According to the hospital brochure, 
the facility would provide medical- 
surgical service, intensive-care ser­ 
vice and obstetrics. The brochure 
says the average daily patient roll at 
the hospital would be 173 or about 75 
per cent of capacity.

A wealth of information is tucked 
away in^a small school building on 
Dwyer Street in Arlington Heights. 
Housed in the former Dwyer School 
is a library with more than 10,000 ti­ 
tles, teams of consultants and a staff 
of educators putting together pro­ 
grams that may one day be part of 
the curriculum in local schools. 
The building is occupied by the Bi­ 
lingual Education Service Center and 
the Midwest Resource Center, Sup­ 
ported by state and federal funds, the 
centers are administered locally by 
the Northwest Education Cooperative 
(NEC) and provide foreign language 
consultants and resources for the Mid­ 
west. 


The state-funded bilingual center 
has been headquartered in the North­ 
west suburbs for four years. NEC re­ 
ceived approval to administer the fed­ 
erally-funded center this summer. 


“ THE CENTER O FFERS three 
types of services — teacher training, 
consultation services and library ser­ 
vices,” said Gloria Kinney, NEC di­ 
rector. 
“ We conduct local and regional 
workshops for teachers. Our con­ 
sultants go out to schools to evaluate 
or implement a 
curriculum, 
and 
teachers can come here to our mate­ 
rials center and preview materials 
they want to use in the classroom,” 
she said. 
The 35 staff members at the center 
come from all over the world — India, 
Bolivia, Spain, the Phillipines, Chile 
and Peru. The staff is “ heavily ori­ 
ented to the Spanish speaking popu­ 
lation,” Mrs. Kinney said. 
But if a non-English speaking child 
is enrolled in a school served by the 
center, the teacher need only ask for 
help, she said. The center has a roster 
of resource people that can be called 
in for a specific language. 


Three new staff members arrived 
last month from South America. Gla­ 
dys Jamasmie of Chile, Miguel Cer­ 
vantes of Peru and Maria Luisa Roig 
of Argentina are here on a year-long 
teacher exchange program sponsored 
by the Cordell Hull Foundation. 


THEIR JO B IS to visit schools 
throughout the state and work with 
Spanish teachers to broaden the cur­ 
riculum. 
“ Spanish teachers are generally 
Mexican, Puerto Rican or Anglos,” 
said Luis Baralt, assistant director of 
the resource center. “ When we make 
a consultation visit to a district we 
will try to expose them to the culture 
of the Latin American countires.” 


“ The pampas and Gauchos are not 
the only things in Argentina — they 
are just the typical things that every­ 
body knows about,” said Miss Roig of 
her homeland. “ I would like to tell the 
teachers about the great cultural 
movement in Argentina, the painting, 
the music, the things perhaps many 
people don’t know about.” 
“ People in the U. S. have the wrong 
idea of what people in Chile are like. 
They think we still dress in costume,” 
said Miss Jamasmie. “ Life is similar 
all over the world nowadays. I am 
here to talk about my people — to be 
a cultural ambassador.” 
THE SERVICES PROVIDED by the

Baralt is working on drawing up a 
consumer homemaking education pro­ 
gram to teach minority groups con­ 
sumer education in their own lan­ 
guage. “ A program like this already 
exists in English. We are now. adapt­ 
ing materials that are in English to 
Spanish so we can teach minority stu­ 
dents at the high school level their re­ 
sponsibility as both future homemak­ 
ers and consumers. 


“ It is particularly important to do 


this with minority groups. They find 
themselves frequently in a difficult 
economic situation.” 
Center staff members also work in 
areas 
such as curriculum devel­ 
opment, adult education and early 
childhood education. 
“ This area benefits from having the

center right here,” said Mrs. Kinney. 
“ The programs we work up will prob­ 
ably be piloted in our schools. Last 
year we held a very extensive bi­ 
lingual conference right in the area. 
Consultants are only minutes away. 
“ The suburan educators have all 
our resources at their fingertips.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - American 
politicians who hav e been moaning 
and whining abou t the low lev el of 
pu blic respect for themselv es and 
their calling are going to hav e a 
chance to do something abou t it in 
1976. 
- 
Recent ev ents hav e fhade possible 
radical changes in fu tu re election 
campaigns. It will be u p to the can­ 
didates and their managers to deter­ 
mine whether those changes will start 
repairing of the sorry image of poli­ 
tics in this cou ntry or will simply 
strengthen the pu blic’s present “don’t 
giv e a damn” feeling. 
Three factors with potential for 
change in politics come to mind. 
First, the new campaign finance 
laws. Second, the recent Federal 
Commu nications Commission ru ling 
on “equ al time” requ irements. Third, 
the renewed concern for candidate 
safety . None of these gu arantee a bet­ 
ter brand of politics foi* Americans, 
bu t all cou ld contribu te to improv e­ 
ment if the politicians choose to u se 
them with that in mind. 
The 1974 federal campaign finance 
law and the dozens of recently 
enacted state statu tes seeking to bring 
some law and order to the political 
ju ngle shou ld, at the minimu m, stem 
the tide of gimmicky sales blitzes that 
hav e passed for political campaigns in 
recent y ears. One common denomina­ 
tor of these laws is to limit spend­ 
ing, and that will requ ire leaner 
campaigns. Candidates will hav e a 
new chance to choose campaign prior­ 


ities, and those who are seeking the 
presidency with federal su bsidies may 
think twice before they spend tax ­ 
pay ers’ fu nds on catchy sloganeering 
and costly campaign ex trav aganzas. 


The new laws also emphasize dis­ 
closu re and limit indiv idu al contribu ­ 
tions. If the politicians are willing to 
accept the intent of the lawis and do 
not spend all their time looking for 
loopholes, the people who cast the 
v otes may begin to believ e the candi­ 
dates are talking to them rather than 
to fat cat contribu tors. 
The FCC ru ling — ending the re­ 
qu irement that broadcasters giv e all 
candidates equ al air time if they car­ 


ry debates or news conferences by 
any candidates — makes it economic­ 
ally feasible for the networks and lo­ 
cal stations to bring back the format 
of 
the 
1960 
Kennedy -Nix on 
con­ 
frontations at all lev els of politics. 


Bu t here, too, the politicians will 
make the cru cial decisions. If the can­ 
didates, especially the incu mbent of­ 
ficeholders, refu se to debate, there is 
nothing the broadcasters can do to 
force them, and the foru m that* 
seemed to hav e su ch potential 15 
y ears ago will remain in mothballs. 


The third factor is something posi­ 
tiv e that cou ld come ou t of the nega­ 
tiv e fact that there are still people 


who try to shoot politicians when they 
appear in pu blic. 
Forcing candidates to hide from the 
pu blic obv iou sly is no kind of im­ 
prov ement, bu t there are ^rfectly v a­ 
lid way s to campaign besides wading 
into crowds. 
If the new awareness of secu rity 
pu ts a damper on mindless flesh- 
pressing and motorcade arm-wav ing 
in fav or of old-fashioned speaking and 
writing abou t the issu es at stake in 
the election, the pu blic cou ld benefit. 
There is, after all, nothing really 
wrong with a candidate try ing to win 
v otes by demonstrating that he has 
a good idea instead of a firm hand­ 
shake.

Because of the nature of the 
decision, Dist. 214 must be sure 
the public is involved at each 
step of the decision-making pro­ 
cess.

U.S. finance law a big factor 
Politics

WASHINGTON (UPI) - American 
politicians who have been moaning 
and whining about the low level of 
public respect for themselves and 
their calling are going to have a 
chance to do something about it in 
1976. 
• 
Recent events have fnade possible 
radical changes in future election 
campaigns. It will be up to the can­ 
didates and their managers to deter­ 
mine whether those changes will start 
repairing of the sorry image of poli­ 
tics in this country or will simply 
strengthen the public’s present “don’t 
give a damn” feeling. 
Three factors with potential for 
change in politics come to mind. 
First, the new campaign finance 
laws. Second, the recent Federal 
Communications Commission ruling 
on “equal time” requirements. Third, 
the renewed concern for candidate 
safety. None of these guarantee a bet­ 
ter brand of politics for Americans, 
but all could contribute to improve­ 
ment if the politicians choose to use 
them with that in mind. 
The 1974 federal campaign finance 
law 
and the dozens 
of recently 
enacted state statutes seeking to bring 
some law and order to the political 
jungle should, at the minimum, stem 
the tide of gimmicky sales blitzes that 
have passed for political campaigns in 
recent years. One common denomina­ 
tor of these laws is to limit spend­ 
ing, and that will require leaner 
campaigns. Candidates will have a 
new chance to choose campaign prior­ 


ities, and those who are seeking the 
presidency with federal subsidies may 
think twice before they spend tax­ 
payers’ funds on catchy sloganeering 
and costly campaign extravaganzas. 


The new laws also emphasize dis­ 
closure and limit individual contribu­ 
tions. If the politicians are willing to 
accept the intent of the laws and do 
not spend all their time looking for 
loopholes, the people who cast the 
votes may begin to believe the candi­ 
dates are talking to them rather than 
to fat cat contributors. 


The FCC ruling — ending the re­ 
quirement that broadcasters give all 
candidates equal air time if they car­ 


ry debates or news conferences by 
any candidates — makes it economic­ 
ally feasible for the networks and lo­ 
cal stations to bring back the format 
of 
the 
1960 
Kennedy-Nixon 
con­ 
frontations at all levels of politics. 


But here, too, the politicians will 
make the crucial decisions. If the can­ 
didates, especially the incumbent of­ 
ficeholders, refuse to debate, there is 
nothing the broadcasters can do to 
force them, and the forum that 
seemed to have such potential 15 
years ago will remain in mothballs. 


The third factor is something posi­ 
tive that could come out of the nega­ 
tive fact that there are still people 


who try to shoot politicians when they 
appear in public. 
Forcing candidates to hide from the 
public obviously is no kind of im­ 
provement, but there are perfectly va­ 
lid ways to campaign besides wading 
into crowds. 
If the new awareness of security 
puts a damper on mindless flesh- 
pressing and motorcade arm-waving 
in favor of old-fashioned speaking and 
writing about the issues at stake in 
the election, the public could benefit. 
There is, after all, nothing really 
wrong with a candidate trying to win 
votes by demonstrating that he has 
a good idea instead of a firm hand­ 
shake. 


Perhaps it is time certain writers 
employed by The Herald carefully re­ 
searched information presented the 
public. I speak specifically of the 
Sept. 27 article, “A standing ovation 
for America’s sportsmen.” 


While I am aware of the glorifica­ 
tion of the hunting season — unfortu­ 
nately, so are the animals hunted.

Read label to know what’s in coffee 


Since so many times coffee is elimi­ 
nated from a person’s diet for various 
reasons, please answer this. Is “ acid 
neutralized”

nated?” Also, if a person is sold on 
brewed coffee, can’t you put instant 
decaffeinated coffee into a coffee pot 
just as with regular ground, and perk 
it (using measurements . on instant 
coffee labels)? I understand one can 
hardly tell the difference from* fresh 
brewed coffee. 
Also, I do not understand the need 
for potassium. What foods furnish it? 
One doctor who lets his maternity 
patients use fluid pills prescribes also 
that they eat a banana a day to pro­ 
vide potassium. You suggested orange 
juice. Sounds as if the fruits may all 
have some measure of this — true or 
false? 
No, acid neutralized coffee is not 
decaffeinated. If a coffee is decaffei­ 
nated it will say so specifically. I 
agree that it is often hard to tell the 
difference between some brands of de-

caffeinated coffee and regular coffee 
as far as taste is concerned. If you 
like it perked you can perk it the way 
you suggested. 


Yes, all fruits contain potassium. 
You need potassium for normal func­ 
tion of your cells. The principal salt in 
your cells is a potassium salt while 
the principal salt in your blood and 
outside the cells is sodium salt. There 
are a variety of disorders that occur 
if one is low on potassium. 


I hope you can clear up this matter 
on nutrition. 
My neighbor claims milk caused 
her teeth to abscess and decay, there­ 
fore she will not give her grandsons 
milk while they are with her (three 


weeks). I gave them milk at my 
house, and they couldn’t get enough 
and that’s when she told me it was 
wrong. Instead of milk she gives them 
water or juice. She says her doctor 
says skim milk is bad because of the 
high carbohydrate content — but to 
drink the cream diluted with water. 
The boys aged 2 and 6 live in a town 
many miles from here and appear to 
be healthy, normal children without 
allergies. I don’t know what they get 
at home. Please straighten me out on 
this matter. 
Your neighbor means well, but she 
has been given the wrong information. 
Milk does not cause abscessed teeth 
or dental decay. On the contrary, 
good experiments in dogs have shown 
that a calcium deficient diet leads to 
loose teeth because calcium is lost 
from the bone around the root of the 
tooth. Then gum disease (pyorrhea) 
with small abscesses and eventually 
loss of teeth develops. By returning 
the dogs to a good diet with lots of 


calcium the

Milk is our main source of calcium, 
and certainly growing children with a 
growing skeleton need lots of cal- 
c i u m . 
T h e r e 
is 
no 
sig- 
nificant amount of calcium in fruit 
juice, and some hard water has a 
little but not nearly the amount 
needed. Cream is low in calcium com­ 
pared to milk, since cream is sup­ 
posed to be mostly fat separated from 
the rest of the milk. It will not replace 
milk in terms of either good protein 
or calcium. I hope these boys are get­ 
ting plenty of milk at home.

U.S. shooters 
take 3 golds 


MEXICO CITY — The shooting team saved the day for the 
United States Monday after the track stars suffered a series of 
reverses on the opening day of competition at the Pan American 
Games in which the hostility between the Cuban and American 
athletes was plain for all to see. 
The United States won three of four shooting gold medals, but the 
track team was shut out in three finals, much to the delight of the 
crowd which saw Mexicans finish 1-2 in the 10,000 meters. 
Hershal Anderson of Columbus, Ga., put the Americans on the 
scoreboard with 599 of a possible 600 to win the free pistol com­ 
petition from teammate Melvin Makin of Salem, Ore., 552. The U.S. 
also took the team gold with 2,194 points ahead of Canada and 
Mexico. 
The other shooting gold was picked up in the air rifle where the 
U.S. quartet totalled 1,505 points to win from Cuba and Mexico, 
which edged Canada for the bronze by a single point with a score of 
1,469. 
At the Olympic track stadium the Cuban athletes and their Latin 
cousins baited the American runners, but the U.S. team took it in 
stride and came up with a few verbal barbs of their own. 
The track failures were particularly hard for the Americans to 
take after coaches had predicted the possibility of two gold medals. 
Amie Robinson, the defending long jump champion from San 
Diego, could only manage a leap of 26 feet one-half inch and had to 
settle for the silver behind Brazil’s Joro Oliveira who cleared 26- 
3*4. Al Lanier of Cincinnati leaped 25-11 Vi for the bronze. 
Garry Bjkorlund of Boulder, the man with the fastest time in the 
field, faded after 7,000 meters and finished fourth in the 10,000 
meters. 
The United States won a gold and silver medal in judo com­ 
petition Monday night with Allen Coage of East Orange, N. J., 
winning the superheavyweight division.

Stadium when he was with the Philadelphia Phillies.

Cincinnati in 1971 at Riverfront and two years later had a no-hitter 
into the ninth inning before Joe Morgan broke it up with a single 
for the long Reds’ hit.

The World Football League, beset by financial difficulties and 
steadily dwindling attendances, continued to fight for its life as the 
Board of Governors met in an all-day session Monday in New York 
attempting to stave off the league’s demise. 
“We are attempting to make the WFL go,” said WFL President 
Chris Hemmeter. “We are staying away from the ultimate nega­ 
tive possibility of it going down the tube and we are exploring all 
directions to save the league.” 
Informed sources indicate the possibility of a contraction of the 
, 
present 10-team circuit. Previously the Chicago Winds were ex­ 
pelled from the circuit for failure to keep their financial house in 
order. 
Hemmeter said at the beginning of the season an average attend­ 
ance of 17,000 a game was each team’s break-even point. The cur­ 
rent WFL attendance is 13,323. 
Hemmeter admitted concern over the diminishing attendance 
which has been dropping slowly every week. Last week $300,000 
was assessed from the more successful league members in order 
to keep Portland and Philadelphia operating. 
There have been reports the Portland franchise is on the verge of 
folding, a move which could precipitate the end of the league.

WHAT EXACTLY IS THE MILKY 
WAY? 


It seems the sky above does its best 
to fool our ey es. For ex am i^, the 
p lanets look like stars and the mocm 
iq)p ears to sweU up and siumk. For 
countless ag es, p eop le saw the BGlky 
Way as a p ale g hostly arch over the 
nig ht sky . Then Galileo ^ e d it 
throug h a telescop e and saw that it 
was crowded with faraway stars. 
It's easier to spot the Ifilky Way 
when y ou are in the country , where 
the sky is not blurred by 
and 
city lig hts. Even the lig ht of the full 
moon may be brig ht enoug h to sp oil 
the view. In winter the p ale fog g y 
arch loop s throu ^ the 
Dip p er, 
Orimi the Hunter and Taurus the Bull. 
The brig ht stars in these winter ctMi- 
stellatiofis stand out ag ainst the p ale 
backg round, which is wide enou ^ for 
10 full moons to g lide side by side. 
In the y ear 1609, the g reat Galileo 
built his small triescop e and dis­ 
covered that the milky g low is actual­ 
ly l^Uons of stars so far away their 
lig ht is Uurred by distance. L s ^ as- 
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trooomers fig ured out all 
crowded stars belong in an enormous 
sy stem, which we caBed the g alaiy . 
And far from the center is our starry 
sun. 
astronomers ESTIMATE the to­ 
tal number of assorted rtars in 
Milky Way g alax y at 100 billion. It is 
shap ed like an « lormous wheel and 
sp ins around and around. Most of ks 
stars are crowded tog ether in the cen­ 
tral hub, and the starry p ofwlatkm 
g ets thinner toward the outer rim. 
The stup endous sise of the Big 
Vfiieel is measured in a lig ht-y ear, 
which is the time it takes a beam of 
lig ht to trav ri in one earth y ear. Lif^t 
travels at 186,000 miles p er secopd, 
and the distance of one li^-y ear is 6 
trillion miles. 
The diameter of our « jonnous g alax - 
y is estimated to be about 160,000 
lig ht-y ears. This means that a ^ c e - 
ship travriing nonstop at 186,000 miles 
p er seccmd coidd cross from ade to 
side in lOO^XJO earth y ears. The starry 
sy stem is fairly flat, and the thickness 
of the central reg km is estimated to 
be about 16,000 li^-y em ^. It ruiB 
like a wheel, thoug h in our reg km it 
takes about 200 millkm y ears to m ^e 
one comp fote swing aroiind the Milky 
Way . 


Our g alax y , <me mig ht sup p ose, 
must include every thing in the i^ ire 
universe. J^ot M all. It is surrounded 
by vast reaches of outer space, 
strewn with thousands of other starry 
g alax ies 
some older, some y oung er 
than ours. Our best telescop es can 
p robe billions of lig ht-y ears into sp ace 
— and there are g alax ies all the way 
to the limits.

Ask Andy 
Stars crotvd into the Milky Way 


Andy sends a complete 20-volume 
set of the Merit Students Encyclo­ 
pedia to Amy O’Brien, 13, of St. Paul, 
Minn., for her question: 


WHAT EXACTLY IS THE M ILKY 
W AY? 


It seems the sky above does its best 
to fool our eyes. For example, the 
planets look like stars and the moon 
appears to swell up and shrink. For 
countless ages, people saw the Milky 
Way as a pale ghostly arch over the 
night sky. Then Galileo spied it 
through a telescope and saw that it 
was crowded with faraway stars. 


Ifs easier to spot the Milky Way 
when you are in the country, where 
the sky is not blurred by haze and 
city lights. Even the light of the full 
moon may be bright enough to spoil 
the view. In winter the pale foggy 
arch loops through the Big Dipper, 
Orion the Hunter and Taurus the Bull. 
The bright stars in these winter con­ 
stellations stand out against the pale 
background, which is wide enough for 
IO full moons to glide side by side. 
In the year 1609, the great Galileo 
built his small telescope and dis­ 
covered that the milky glow is actual­ 
ly billions of stars so far away their 
light is blurred by distance. Later as-

tronomers 
figured 
out 
all 
these 
crowded stars belong in an enormous 
system, which we called the galaxy. 
And far from the center is our starry 
sun. 
ASTRONOMERS ESTIM ATE the to­ 
tal number of assorted stars in our 
Milky Way galaxy at IOO billion. It is 
shaped like an enormous wheel and 
spins around and around. Most of its 
stars are crowded together in the cen­ 
tral hub, and the starry population 
gets thinner toward the outer rim. 
The stupendous size of the Big 
Wheel is measured in a light-year, 
which is the time it takes a beam of 
light to travel in one earth year. Light 
travels at 186,000 miles per second, 
and the distance of one light-year is 6 
trillion miles. 


The diameter of our enormous galax- 
y is estimated to be about 100,000 
iight-years. This means that a space­ 
ship traveling nonstop at 186,000 miles 
per second could cross from side to 
side in 100,000 earth years. The starry 
system is fairly flat, and the thickness 
of the central region is estimated to 
be about 16,000 light-years. It runs 
like a wheel, though in our region it 
takes about 200 million years to make 
one complete swing around the Milky 
Way. 


Our galaxy, one might suppose, 
must include everything in the entire 
universe. Not at all. It is surrounded 
by vast reaches of outer space, 
strewn with thousands of other starry 
galaxies — some older, some younger 
than ours. Our best telescopes can 
probe billions of light-years into space 
— and there are galaxies all the way 
to the limits.
